BRAZOS RIVER 


NINE HUNDRED GALLONS PER 
MINUTE BEING PUMPED 
BY A FORDSON 
Felker’s Big Plant 


At ll o5clock today pumping of 
water was started in the irriga­ 
tion plant installed by C. A. Felker 
on his farm 22 miles from Bryan 
on the Brazos River. 
It is esti­ 
m ated by those who know that 
the €ull flow out of the six-inch 
casing is about 900 gallons per 
minute. 
The plant consists of a 
Fordson tractor, 
double 
suction 
centrifugal water pump and was 
installed by the Chambers-Wilson 
Motor Co. under the direction of 
W. W. Chambers. 
The 
approxi­ 
m ate cost of a plant like Mr. Fel­ 
ker has installed is around $1,000. 
Mr. Felker has turned the water 
on a field of young watermelons. 
Later he will irrigate spinach and 
other crops. 
O ft times disasters 
prove blessings in disguise, and the 
drought may yet prove one, for 
out of necessity we prove the prac­ 
ticability of irrigation on the old 
Brazos, it will means the beginning 
of a new era for farm ing in the 
BraTtos Bottom.

Two 
stalks of cotton were brought in to the Eagle office by 
County Adrent C. L. Benson, one of them from that part 
of the field that has not been irrigated, the other from 
a section of the field on which water was turned a week 
ago 
The first stalk is 20 inches tall, has 5 small bolls, 
Ii squares and a half-dozen blooms.

ren in families having children. 
Space is too dear in the cities 
for children. 
Families who desire 
children must move to the coun­ 
try. 
The farm has sunlight, space 
air and quiet. 
That’s why the 
children are there. 
“The common occupation of the 
farmer’s family also tends to weld 
more firmly the family idea. 
The 
rural home and family becomes, 
therefore, a type in the nation. 
The city family has long ceased to 
be the type of American family. 
The rural home is holding the line 
for the family idea in the nation. 
This is the reason rural life is siir- 
nificent. 
If th erural structure 
crumbles, the nation crumbles

BayUor University, he holds also 
the Master of Arts and the Doc­ 
tor of Philosophy degrees from 
University of Chicago.) 
The greatest values of higher 
duration are perhaps the most 


obscure. 
Clearly the social values 
are greater than those that ■ 1 
to the individual. 
Yet those who 
have sought do urge the profits o 
education have had most to sa> 
of the returns to the one educated. 
Much, for example, has been 
said about the greater earning 
power of the educated man. But 
larger earnings mean better stand­ 
ards of living, and are thus social. 
Further, the opportunities for lar­ 
ger earnings that are created most 
frequently by trained intelligence 
are widely shared. 
More even has been said about 
the cultural returns ho the individ­ 
ual educated—his truer vision ct 
life, his keener, richer apprecia­ 
tions, his broader and more active 
interests, his higher forms of re­ 
creation. 
These, 
too 
tend 
to 
spread into social values, shale* 
by his fellows, and to affect com­ 
munity life. 
The 
two conventional 
flora's, 
however, in which the social val­ 
ues of education are urged are, 
first, the negative arguments of 
the dangers of ignorance, and, sec­ 
ond, the great contributions of 
outstanding leadership.

of these is undoubtedly the true 
basis of all our socially provided 
elementary education, anti to some 
extent of all education.

H EREFO RD , Texas, Aug. I.— 
Aa it has been a long time ainee I 
have writ* n to the Eagle, and as 
is raining today, I thought I 
would write a few lines to let my 
old friends and acquaintances in 
Brazos know we are still in the 
land of the Irving and enjoying the 
best of health.

IRRIGATION PLANT FIGURES 
GIVEN OUT B Y Af. R. BENTLEY 
TOR BOTH THE BRAZOS RIVERS 


W. W. Plemmons of Mumford 
and C. D. Woods of Hearne, both 
farmers having land that lies ad­ 
jacent to the Big Brazos, have 
just completed preliminary sur­ 
veys for irrigation plants under 
direction of Co. Agt. A.B. Ewing 
and Farm Engineer M. R. Bentley. 
Mr. Plemmons and Mr. Wood have 
both purchased pumps and ex­ 
pect to install them soon. 
R. A. Alford is pumping water 
from the Little Brazos to irri­ 
gate cotton 
on his farm near 
Hearne. 
Guy Anderson, one of the first 
to combat the present drouth with 
irrigation, is arranging to 
put 
more acreage under irrigation on 
his farm along the Little Brazos 
near Hearne. The Anderson plant 
was installed in May to utilize wat­ 
er from the Little Brazos to in­ 
sure the growth of several hundred 
young pecan trees. 
With the con­ 
tinued drouth, ditches were ex­ 
tended to give timely moisture to 
a considerable area of cotton with 
remarkable success. 
If the smal­ 
ler plants prove entirely success­ 
ful, it is likely that larger and 
more complicated systems will be 
developed in this section. 
There are so many farmers on 
the Brazos river in this section 


who are interested in irrigation, 
that it might not be amiss at this 
time to give a few figures con­ 
cerning pumping plants, as fur­ 
nished by the Extension Service 
of the A. and M. College. 
The size of a centrifugal pump 
is usually designated by the inside 
diameter of the discharge. 
The 
pipe used with a pump should be 
one of two inches larger in diam­ 
eter than the pump discharge, and 
for long runs even larger. 
Pumps 
should not be more than 16 feet 
above the water. 
The capacity of the different 
makes of pumps vary, and also 
pther conditions affecting the pow­ 
er required to operate them will 
vary, so the following estimates 
are only approximate: 
On the Big Brazos river one 
may figure that a 4 inch pump 
will require 16 horsepower, a 6 
inch pump, 20 horsepower; a ti 
inch pump, 28 horsepower, and 
an 8 inch pump, 60 horsepower; 
if the pumps are to deliver their 
full capacity. 
On account of the low banks 
on the Little Brazos, only one- 
third to one-half as much h orse­ 
power will be required ag com­ 
pared with figures on the Bqr Bra­ 
zos 


Econom ical Explosive

Do Not N eglect— K eep Right On 
The pages of history are replete 
with instances of failure among 
nations as well as individuals com­ 
ing as a result of inaction or fail­ 
ure, to stimulate progress or snatch 
victory from defeat. 
This applies 
to our work as furmcrB as well as 
the history of nations. 
Just now 
when some farmers feel discour­ 
aged on account of the conditions 
resulting 
from 
the 
prolonged 
drouth they might be inclined to 
cease fanning operations, perhaps 
thinking there would be no re­ 
ward for their labors, when as a 
matter of course nothing should 
be neglected or left undone that 
heads off defeat and insures great­ 
er returns. 
Plowing should not 
cease, following either local or 
general rains, according to the tes­ 
timony of the best farmers. 
In 
giving the story of how he pro 
duced more than ten bales of cot­ 
ton on five acres, John W. Mc- 
Farlane makes the following state­ 
ment: “ I cultivated shallow with 
sweeps ranging from twenty to 
thirty inches every eight or ten 
•lays and kept this cultivation up 
until the last week in August for 
the purpose of retaining all mois­ 
ture possible.................. 
I believe 
it should be cultivated once or 
twice a week, shallow, with sweep 
or cultivator, and this cultivation 
should be kept up until the cotton 
begins to open.” 
Wherever these 
local 
rains come 
the 
moisture 
should be conserved to best ad­ 
vantage. 
With proper vigilance 
several thousand bales of cotton 
may be added to Brazos county’s 
cotton crop and it is yet possible 
to produce feed the like of which 
we have not seen in. many years. 
“ How shall we escape, if ne ne­ 
glect?”

Among the recent sci­ 
entific discoveries might be men­ 
tioned the vitamin family consist­ 
ing of Vitamin A, Vitamin B, Vit­ 
amin C, Vitamin JD, and Vitamin 
E, the first four of which being 
conducive to the growth and wel­ 
fare of animal organism, while the 
fifth is said to be responsible for 
:he very existence of the organ­ 


ism itself. 
The Official Record, 
United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. quotes Dr. D. Breese 
Jones, chemist in charge of pro­ 
tein investigations of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, U. S. D. A., as say­ 
ing, “ Vitamins should be sought 
in the garden or in the markets 
and not in the drug store.” 
The 
Record further states that Vitamin 
A, essential to growth and health. 
is abundant in butter, cream, cab­ 
bage, tomatoes, carrots, sweet po­ 
tatoes, parsnip, and green peas 
Vitamin 
B, 
also necessary 
for 
maintenance of life and health at 
all ages, is abundant in green plant 
tissues, cereals, fruits and nuts 
etc. 
Meat is reported to contain 
vitamin B. 
Vitamin C, sometime 
referred to as "antiscurvv vita­ 
min,” is found In lemons, orange-, 
tomatoes, cabbage, lettuce, spin­ 
ach, green beans and peas, and 
turnips. 
Vitamin D, the lack of 
which is said to cause the dis 
ease known as rickets, is found in 
cod liver oil, egg yolk, and to some 
extant in milk. Vitamin E, discov­ 
ered some two years ago, and 
known as the antisterility vitamin, 
is said to be found in natural food 
stuffs. 
Hence ii will be observed 
thut vegetables play an important 
part in supplying much of the 
various vitamin requirements, and 
the article is given in the hop*- 
that our people will look well to 
the preparation of fall and winter 
gardens as a source from which 
these necessary food products may 
be obtained. 
Begin now the prep­ 
aration and fertilization of your 
fall and winter garden.
